Similar controversies wage around nearly all 


great discoveries, which usually have been the re- 
sult of the work of many instead of any one indi- 
vidual. 


The use of anaesthetics was one of the lost 


arts, practiced by the ancients and rediscovered 
by Morton or Long. 


Herodotus recorded that the Scythians produced 


a painless state of stupefaction by using the va- 
por of hemp seed. 


Pliny, the naturalist, who died in the year 79, 


wrote this about a plant called mandragora: "It 
has a soporific power on the faculties of those who 
drink it. The ordinary potion is half a cup. It 
is drunk against serpents and before cutting and 
puncturing lest it should be'felt." 


Surgeons 700 years ago recorded that they 


made operations painless by having their patients 
inhale the vapor of opium, hemlock, mulberry 
leaves and a host of other ingredients. 


Americans rediscovered the process about 80 


years ago—and thought they had something new. 


This makes you wonder if civilization runs in 


circles. Chinese, according to their histories, had 
flying machines 22,000 years ago.
